FOR PEANUT DISEASES 


Auburn, Ala. — Two of 
the peanut’s worst enemies 
in the growing season are 
ieafspot disease and leaf- 
hoppers, which usually be- 
gin to give serious trouble 
early in July 

Crop specialists say that 
a copper-sulfur combination 
is the most effective dust or 
spray to use. But copper is 
hard to get now. On the 
other hand, there is a good 
supply of sulfur, it’s cheap- 
er than the  copper-sulfur 
combination, and the 
straight sulfur controls leaf- 
spot and leafhoppers nearly 
es well. 

About 15 pounds of sul- 
fur dust to the acre will be 
needed for the first applica- 
tion—and about 20 pounds 
to the acre for later appli- 
cations.

GOD CALLS A LEADER 
LESSON TEXT—Exodus 3;1-12. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Come now therefore, 

and IT will send thee unto Pharaoh, that 
thou mayest bring forth my people the 
children of Israel out of Egypt,—-Exodus 
3:10, « 

God calls men, commissions, and 
uses them to carry out His plans 
and purposes in the earth, What a 
great truth that is, and how it glori- 
fies the destiny of man to know 
that it is divinely appointed. 

As Joseph Parker effectively 
points out, the experience of Moses 
in Midian was a direct dealing with 
God, whereas we who may not be 
able to ‘'see the fountain" must “be 
content to drink at the stream,” but 
should always remember that the 
stream flows from that same foun- 
tain. 

“Every man should put to himself 
the questions, What is my destiny? 
What does God mean me to be and 
to do in the world? . . . It is a 
most pitiable thing that a man 
should read of Moses being divinely 
called . . , to a special work" and 
fail to realize ‘‘that God has a spe- 
cial work for every man to do."’ Let 
us be careful that we do not “so 
pervert and misinterpret circum- 
stances as to press them into a 
justification of self-will,"’ rather than 
recognize them as “destiny which 
is beckoning us to duty." 

For our instruction and guidance 
we consider, then, the story of the 
call of’ this outstanding leader of 
Israel. It presents him as a true 
servant of God, one who was— 

I, Personally Equipped. 

While it is a blessed truth that 
God will use any man who surren- 
ders himself to His control and guid- 
ance, no matter how limited that 
man’s ability and training may be, 
it is also true that, other things be- 
ing equal, the man with the best 
equipment will be the most useful 
servant. 

God gave Moses a unique prepara- 
tion, He was first of all a Hebrew, 
born among the people that he was 
to lead. He knew the luxury and all 
the cultural advantages of the Egyp- 
tian court (Acts 7:22), with the safe- 
guard of training by his own mother 
as his nurse, 

He observed at first hand the op- 
pression of his people, and made a 
self-willed and impulsive effort to 
deal with the problem. The result 
was that he had a “postgraduate” 
course of instruction and discipline 
in the wilderness, where he spent 
forty years in the school of experi- 
ence, 

We have learned anew from our 
war experience that training for 
service is essential. If that is true 
in military matters and in secular 
life, it is doubly true in the service 
of Christ. He does graciously use 
even the humble and untrained 
worker, but no one who has a vision 
of service will be content to remain 
unprepared, 

Il. Spiritually Qualified. 

Moses was a man who knew God. 
Had he been a worldly man he 
would only have been curious re- 
garding the phenomenon of the burn- 
ing bush. But note how alert and 
reverent he was and how immedi- 
ately responsive to the instructions 
and the call of God. 

Here God's future leader was 


made conscious of the infinite maj-. 


esty and holiness of God, the need 
of reverence and godly fear, the pur- 
pose of the Eternal One to deliver 
His people, and the assurance that 
He would be with His servant. Such 
a spiritual experience made effec- 
tive the excellent preparation which 
he already had for service. 

All the training and preparation 
in the world is worse than useless in 
God's service apart from that spir- 
itual qualification that comes from 
true regeneration and dedication to 
Him. 

There is no more pathetic sight 
than a spiritually powerless church 
worker going through the motions of 
service for Christ. If we are in 
that condition we may be sure that 
we deceive no one but ourselves, 


Ill. Divinely Called. 

Moses was called (v. 4), commis- 
sioned (vv. 6-10), and clad with di- 
vine authority (vv. 11, 12) for his 
great task. 

God calls His servants to different 
responsibilities and in different 
ways, but the important thing is that 
we should know that we are in His 
will and that we are answering His 
call, 

No one has any right to choose 
full-time Christian service simply as 
a desirable vocation. In any calling 
of life man needs God's guidance 
in order to make a proper choice, 
but in the ministry or missionary 
service it is an absolute essential. 

If we were more careful to seek 
His will for every individual there 
would be less unhappiness in the 
world. But in the case of the one 
who goes out to speak for God there 
is not only the danger of distress, 
but of real disaster for himself and 
those to whom he tries to minister. 

Prepared, qualified, and called, 
Moses is now ready to meet God 
before he goes on to his life of holy 
exploits for Him,

Welfare Dept. 
Will Get More 
Funds This Fall 


Extension of Publie Wel- 
fare services to needy peo- 
ple in Coffee County has 
been made _ possible by re- 
cent legislative enactments, 
Mrs. Grace Ebert, County 
Director of Public Welfare, 
told The Clipper today. 

These enactments, she 
continued, include inereased 
appropriations for  agsist- 
ence to the aged and others 
found to be in need, as well 
as legal revisions liberaliz- 
ing eligibility requirements 
for public assistance, 

“Changes in eligibility re- 
quirements are already ef- 
iective,” Mrs, Ebert said, 
but the new appropriation 
measures do not become op- 
crative until October 1. So, 
even though under the new 
regulations certain addition- 
al people may be eligible to 
receive financial assistance, 
in most instances, they can- 
not be issued cash grants 
until the new appropria- 
lions become effective at 
the beginning of the next 
fiscal year in October, 

It is contemplated, how- 
ever, that at that time the 
additional funds then ayail- 
able will enable the Coffee 
County Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare to assist all 
known eligibles and to raise 
grants above the present av- 
erage of $9.09 per family 
per month. In addition, 
ueedy people newly eligible 
can be aided, Mrs. Ebert 
said, adding that amounts 
paid will continue to be de- 
termined on the basis of in- 
dividual need, rather than 
on any set flat rate. 

Explaining the revisions 
in existing statutes which 
have liberalized _ eligibility 
requirements, Mrs. Ebert 
said, “The legal responsibil- 
ity of relatives has been re- 
moved; the residence re- 
quirement for aid to the 
blind has been reduced to 
one year; the necessity of 
signed applications for old 
lage and blind assistance has 
been eliminated; and the 
Old Age Law has been 
amended to state that no- 
thing in its provisions shall 
be interpreted as requiring 
the signing of a “pauper’s 
oath.” It was pointed out, 
however, that while by the 
amended act relatives are 
relieved from legal respons- 
bility to assist, the law does 
not anticipate or infer dis- 
continuance of the desirabil- 
ity of aid from relativse able 
and willing to assist. 

“We believe the Legisla- 
ture’s action regarding pub- 
lic welfare will make possi- 
ble a more inclusive service 
to the county’s dependent 
people,” Mrs. Ebert said, ex- 
pressing regret at the inade- 
quacy of the present grants 
of $10.60 to the 378 fami- 
lies now receiving financial 
assistance through the de- 
partment. ‘Rising prices 
are adding to the hardships 
of these people,” she de- 
elared, “and their small 
checks will not begin to 
meet the needs of these fam- 
ilies, all of whom are unem- 
ployable. Neither can oth- 
ers who are eligible fit into 
any kind of employment— 
they are handicapped by 
uge or blindness or disabil- 
ity or they are needed to 
care for their young chil- 
dren. It is encouraging, 
therefore, that measures 
have been enacted to enable 
the public welfare agency 
to reach all these groups 
who need its service.”

Lose Million Dollars 
On Labor Shortage

July 10, 1943, 
Dear Sir: 

The writer wishes to take 
this opportunity to inform 
you relative to a major farm 
problem which will affect 
all of us within the near fu- 
ture. This problem is farm 
labor. 

Our farmers have grow- 
ing approximately 85,000 
acres of peanuts and the 
Government has asked them 
to “dig’’ 65,000 acres as a 
needed contribution to the 
war effort. 

In 1942 our farmers “dug” 
approximately 53,000 acres 


C./of peanuts. By taking into 
Brannen, Troy;-Mrs. M. J. ; y g 


consideration the increased 
acreage asked. for, and the 
labor we have lost to the 
armed services and _ other- 
wise, it stands to reason 
that, unless farmers get ad- 


unable to “dig” more acres 
than they “dug” last year. 

At the present time far- 
mers report that they will 
need, at harvesting time, 
2,045 additional hands for 
22,429 days. For the farms 
reporting, this is an average 
of 6 hands per farm for 10 
days per farm. 

Our labor shortage can be 
offset some by the use of 
machinery. We are doing 
everything ‘possible in this 
connection, but will be un- 
able to obtain all our ma- 
chinery needs. 

The writer estimates that 


lunless additional labor is 


obtained, our farmers will 
leave “undug” approximate- 
ly 15,000 to 20,000 acres of 
peanuts. With the present 
crop prospect and _ price 
prospect, this will amount 
to more than a million dol- 
lars of lost income. 

As a business man and as 
a member’ of your govern- 
ing body, you are interested 
in helping to solve this 
problem. As a suggestion, 
I would recommend that 


you lend your support and 
action to the following: 


1. Full use of farm and 
non-farm youth during the 


peak of the season. This 
can only be done by getting 
the Boards of Education to 
adjust their school term. 


2. Complete enforcement 


of our Vagrancy Laws. Dur- 
ing these times all of us 
should work at something. 


3. Get town people to as- 


sist by declaring ‘Victory 


Days” during the peak sea- 


son. This probably would 
not be very effective unless 
business men would agree 
:to “close un” and get. into 


Coffee County farmers 
may lose more than a mil- 
lion dollars this year, ac- 
cording to a statement by 
Hugh D. Sexton, county 
agent, unless ‘plans are 
worked out within the next 
few weeks to relieve the 


Farmers have growing 
considerably more acreage 
in peanuts than last year, 
and the Government is ask- 
ing them to dig about 12,000 
acres more this year than 
was gathered last year. It 
can easily be seen that with 
a labor shortage caused by 
military service, and other- 
wise, that it will be impos- 
sible for farmers to dig: this 
increased crop which the 
Government needs so badly.
